forgotten distinction between a 
hymn and a carol. A hymn is 
devotional; a carol is a popular 
playful and generally festive 
treatment of a religious subject, 
though, actually a carol need not 
be religious at all. Mr. Crippen 
points out that the earliest Eng¬ 
lish Christmas carol, written in 
the Anglo-Norman dialect of 
the twelfth century, is "Lord- 
lings, Christmas loves good 
drinking,” which has no religious 
bearing. Many carols have 
been, written for other seasons 
than Christmas, but these are 
neglected. Italy was the birth¬ 
place of the true carol, and Mr. 
Crippen holds that the actual 
originators were St. Francis of 
Assisi and his followers, who dis¬ 
covered that bright and homely 
songs went farther with the com¬ 
mon people than sermons. 

Mr. Crippen says that the 
oldest English religious carol 
dates from about 1410, but we 
have only this fragment,—■ 

‘‘I saw a sweet, a seemly sight: 
A blissful bird, a blossom 
bright, 

That mourning made and 
mirth among; 

A maiden mother meek and 
mild, 

In cradle kept a knave child, 
That softly slept; she sat and 
sung, 

Lullay Iulla balow, 

Ijjy bairn, sleep softly now.”

VI NSEPARABLE in thought are the Yule¬ 
’ll tide and the red-berried holly that finds 
so conspicuous a place in the decoration 
of church and home; which tumbles out of 
great boxes at the entrance to the fruiterer’s, 
and which adds the perfect touch to the 
Christmas plum pudding. Holly, which 
carries with it a special significance of good¬ 
will, was known in ancient legends as 
“Christ's thorn” to both the people of Den¬ 
mark and Germany, while the Italians knew 
it as the "holy thorn." 

Pagan Rome used holly in the great 
festival of Saturnalia, a holiday which pre¬ 
ceded the present celebration of Christmas. 
Barbarous tribes of Europe, whose only 
bond in common was their allegiance to the 
Roman Empire, exchanged branches of holly 
as good-will offerings. Holly, which grows 
in many parts of the world, is said to be 
found in 200 varieties. The holly which in 
the earliest years was used to twine around 
the doors and posts of the homes of Merrie 
England was called the holly tree.-

We are having very hard times in 
the East Kootenay and British Co¬ 
lumbia; the streets are full of auto- 
mobiels, going, as Will Rogers says, 
nowhere in particular but in a great 
hurry to get there; times are so hard 
(hat it is difficult to find parking 
places for our automobiles on Satur¬ 
day nights; times are so tough that 
in East Kootenay we only have 
about one car for every three of our 
population; if times were not so 
hard, we would no doubt all have 
automobiles. 

There 4s no question about hard 
times, we are right up agadnst it; 
we saw a girl last week so hard up 
she did not have silk stockings, and 
rather than wear rayon she wore 
none at all; of the thousands of girls 
in East Kootenay, it is almost un¬ 
believable that one should have to do 
without silk stockings, but that is 
not all—the consumption of cigaret¬ 
tes increased only about $6,000,000 
packages in B.C. last year, whereas 
everybody, knows it should have in¬ 
creased by twice that amount. 

Times are sure hard—government 
sales of liquor in East Kootenay are 
averaging about $2000.00 a day, 
which is an indication that people 
have no money to waste. Yes, things 
are bad, and to make them worse, 
British Columbia is about to start a 
miniature golf course on every va¬ 
cant lot. 

Yes, times are hard; the grocer 
can hardly sell any flour, grits or 
bacon; it takes all of his time to sell 
canned soup, canned meats and oven 
canned apple sauce; the dry goods 
merchant is crying because his bolts 
of gingham, muslin and denim re¬ 
main on his shelves, whilp his clerks 
waste all all their time selling such 
things a¥ sulk and rayon; the hard¬ 
ware store has no demand for plows, 
wire fencing and nails, but he cannot 
supply the demand for electric perco- 
laters, vacuum cleaners, etc.

Early November Cattle Shipments to 
Britain, Strike Duller Market. 
More Action at Christina* 


First Drastic Move of J. McFarland 
to Closing Agencies 


A DOLLAR’S WORTH 


The first move of Mr. John McFar¬ 
land new head of the Wheat Pool has 
been to withdraw all representatives 
and close all seiling agencies at Lon¬ 
don, Paris and other European points 
This it is expected will tend to re¬ 
move ill-feeling regarding selling 
policy and create a better feeling. 

It is extremely important to win 
the goodwill of confidence of British 
importers and millers, so that Can¬ 
ada may be in a position to take ad¬ 
vantage of any opportunity that op¬ 
ens in Britain and Europe. 

“It is my firm conviction thjt this 
change in policy will have immediate 
and favorable effects in strengthen¬ 
ing the demand for Canadian wheat 
overseas, and that it will create a 
friendly feeling where there have 
been doubts and ill-feeling concern¬ 
ing our selling policies of the past,” 
Mr. McFarland’s statement declared. 

He expressed confidence that a 
prejudice overseas that the Pool’s 
policy was to ‘combat the world” 
would be erased by Monday’s move. 
“There is no doubt that this senti¬ 
ment prevails,” the statement added. 

Withdrawal of direct representa¬ 
tives, the general manager believed 
“should demonstrate beyond the pos¬ 
sibility of doubt the truth, or other¬ 
wise, of the statement frequently- 
made that the maintenance of direct 
representation overseas had militated 
against the sale of Canadian wheat.”

A first hand story of the arrival of 
the Alberta cattle on the later old 
country markets appears in this 
week’s l^thbridge Herald. 

Speaking of the early November 
shipment from Canada, the cattle 
hitting Manchester were confronted 
with a somewhat dull market, the 
shipment selling for ninepence per 
pound “in sink,” which means the 
price applying to the dressed weight 
only, after slaughtering. The hide 
and offal are included in the purchase 
without payment. 

At Glasgow the cattle are sold by 
auction, the buyer paying for the 
slaughtering. Ninepence a pound 
‘in sink” is approximately equal to 
ten cents live weight. The returns 
on this side, deducting charges would 
be between 5 and 6 cents a pound. 

Conditions were expected to im¬ 
prove before Christmas. 

A Lethbridge ranch hand, accom¬ 
panying the shipment describes the 
sea voyage as no picnic. Those look¬ 
ing after the animals had a strenu¬ 
ous time. 

On the eve of landing, each steer 
has a rope tied round its neck, a ser¬ 
ial number tagged to its ear and a 
“C” branded on the right cheek. The 
dock hands do the loading and the 
task of securing each animal’s head 
to the headboard is risky and diffi¬ 
cult. 

The cattle ration is about 40 
pounds of hay daily and on some ves¬ 
sels 10 pounds of ration of grain 
with water twice a day. 

Three men are assigned to every 
100 head and the work of looking af¬ 
ter the animals is not easy. Some¬ 
times some of the gang are sick. 
Sleeping and sanitary accommoda¬ 
tion are not luxurious and some of 
the coWpunchers lost froip ten to fif¬ 
teen pounds of good Alberta flesh on 
the journey. ‘

Ninety-eight per cent of the ener¬ 
gy for "sale at central stations i* 
from water power, and the present 
turbine installations provide only for 
the use of about 12 per cent, of Can¬ 
ada's recorded water power resour¬ 
ces. 

The largest municipal organization 
selling power is the Hydro Electric 
Rower commission of Ontario, while 
the largest commercial station is the 
Shawnigan Water & Power Co. There 
were in 1928, a total of 428 commer¬ 
cial plants in Canada, and 173 muni¬ 
cipally owned stations. , 

The capdtal invested in commercial 
stations is almost 615 million dollars, 
and in municipal stations 342 rqjllion. 

Ontario and Quebec are the chief 
centres of electric industry and both 
have an abundance of water power. 

But on the prairies waterfalls are

HYDRO IN MANITOBA 


A recent survey of the uses of 
electricity on farms which have been 
connected with the provincial sources 
of supply shows that Manitoba far¬ 
mers are now using hydro power for 
such farm purposes as cleaning grain 
chopping and crushing grain, cutting 
feed, driving power, grinding machin 
ery, pumping water, shearing sheep 
and clipping horses. The biggest in¬ 
vestments were by those who install¬ 
ed waterworks in their homes. All 
users had lights in their houses and 
bams and nearly all had light in 
their bam yards. Most of the farm 
homes equipped with hydro power 
had washing machines and electric 
irons and radios. A few had electric 
stoves, electric sewing machines, 
electric fans, toasters, electric plates 
vacuum cleaners, small electric heat¬ 
ers, electric cream separators, chums 
etc. The average investment in ap¬ 
pliances alone is reported to have 
been about $250.
